cuss the release of 40 American 
civilians held bx the Communists 
a' the first order of business at the 
Geneva talks 
This course was decided upon 
after Chinese Communist amba' 
sador to Poland. Wang Ping nan. 
announced that ll airmen were be 
mg freed Irorn Red China and will 
reach Hong Kong Thursday, Aug t 
The surprise announcement by 
the Chinese Communists immedi­ 
ately shifted the empha'i' in the 
talks between Wang and the Amer­ 
ican ambassador to Czechoslova­ 
kia, I 
Alexis Johnson, to 40 civil­ 
ians imprisoned or detained by the 
Red Chinese 
A 45-Minute Session 
Wang and Johnson opened their 
talks with a 45 minute session to 
fix the agenda and put the Amer­ 
ican civilians release at the top 
The Louping 
announcement of 
the release of the ll American 
airmen was another step in an un 
proeedented show of Communist 
cordiality which the Reds frankly 
hope would lead to a meeting at 
the foreign ministers’ level and 
World recognition of the Red Chi 
nose regime 
ll also was interpreted as a prop­ 
aganda 
move whu ll 
the I lilted 
States had sought to eliminate in 
the Geneva talk' bv having them 
held in secret 
There wen* other issues of even 
more importance; The I 
S hope 
of ending the threat of war in the 
Formosa Strait; Communist Chi 
na ' drive to win recognition as

Announcement of thi* “ immodi 
ate release” of the airmen, who 
had been convicted and impris­ 
oned on espionage charges, was 
made by Peiping Radio, barely an 
hour before the opening of direct 
Chinese American talks in Geneva 
in which their fate was the top item 
of the conference Agenda. 
Chinese Ambassador Lo Poland 
Wang Ping nan. who i' Peiping ' 
representative at Geneva, said the 
freed airmen should reach the Brit- 
i'h crown colony at Bong Kong 
by Aug 
t 
The ll men were the crew of a 
I 
S B29 Superfort, shot down near 
the end of the Korean war. 
Red 
China’s refusal to treat them as 
war prisoners and repatriate them 
with other Korean war prisoners 
had been the source of major ten­ 
sion between the United States and 
Red China 
Today ’> 
unexpected 
announce­ 
ment bv Peiping Radio said the 
Supreme People’s Court of China 
on July 31 decided “ to release 
these ll criminals before the com 
pletion of their terms and notified 
the authorities in charge to earrv 
out immediately tTit* release pro­ 
cedure' and to send them out of 
China ” 
The Peiping broadcast, 
moni­ 
tored here and in London, was 
made barely an hour before the 
opening of direct talks between 
United States and Red China rep 
resentatives at Geneva in which 
the case of the imprisoned airmen 
was scheduled to have been a ma­ 
jor subject for discussion. 
Red China’s timing of the an­ 
nouncement was accepted by the 
west as a maneuver to achieve a 
propaganda victory in the Geneva 
talk', even before they began 
Early R el eas e A ss u m ed 
The Peiping announcement did 
not say whether the airmen have 
as yet been released from jail or 
just when they will be returned 
to the free world 
But it was pre- 
sumed from the wording of the 
announcement that there will be 
little delay in complying with the 
order to “ send them out of China ” 
Normally Americans and other 
We'tenners who are released by 
the Chinese Reds are handed over 
at the British Crown Colony of 
Hong Kong which has a frontier 
with Red China
